How many persons in Alberta 
have ever been through a real seri- 
ous locust plague? 

I doubt very much if there are 
one hundred people in this vast pro- 
vince of ours, who have any idea of 
what might happen thie year in the 
southern portion of Alberta. 

There are probably a few of our 
Amerioan settlers who formerly be- 
longed to Kansas, or some other 
state of the Union; who can visua- 
lize Ihe tremendous swarms of lo- 
cust which cleaned them out many 
years; but 1 do not think there is 
anyone elee outside of these few. 

Now this arcticle is not meant to 
alarm any individual; it is simply 
a warning; outside of a few people 
who know what the real facts are in 
regard to egg deposits. the reat of 
the population is asleep.

HARNESS and SHOES 


1920 was the first bad year in a 
few localities; but outside of one or 
two municipalities, unfortunately, 
very little was done to oheck them. 
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My attention was drawn to anoth- 
er field of wheat, about one huadred 
acres in all, which was eaten bare 
for twenty rods into the field from 
the roadside where they had hatch- 
ed out. Quick action with / about 
100 pounds of poison bait saved thia 
field from annihilation: in three 
days it was very hard to find one 
live locust in that field, whigh proved 
to my entire satisfaction that poison- 
ing does the trick. 

About eight tons of bait was dis- 
tributed in that particulaf township, 
and the crops were saved from entire 
distruction, but the yield of wheat was 
cut down about ten bushels per acre 
on the average over this particular 
section of country. 

As the summer advanced and the 
locust attained the flying stage, less 
damage was reported; but one farm 
er in the same township, put in 
twelve acres of winter rye in Aug- 
ust; about ten days later the field 
was a lovely green; two days later 
it was bare. The farmer thouht it 
had died from obscure cause; it died 
ulright—the locusts did the trick. 

You see what happened was this 
—the grain fields werg turning a nice 
golden color, they mere no longer 
green; the hqads were ‘filing, the 
only green patch in that township was 
that twelve acres of; rye; and every 
flying locust that was left alive 
simply went over there to have a soft, 
scculent meal—that’s all. 

In late May and garly June of this 
year, along the roadsides, fence lines, 
and in the pastureg, biilions .¥ little 
black jumping locusts will come to life. 
From the day they are born until 
about 40 days later they will have 
and rest at night, 

They eat continuously from about 
fifteen minutes after sunrise until 
sunset, which means roughly about 
fourteen hours per day they are out 
in you grain fields eating, eating, eat- 
ing. Once a week they moult, and 
with each successive moulting their 
litttle wings get larger and larger, 
until after the dith moulting they aro 
ready to fly anid breed, 

After attaining thefull wing stage 
they still eat, but they go further

Starting on the edge of your fields 
when they are two or three days old, 
they work gteadily forward and soon 
the green tender shoots of grain begin 
to disappear, and the farmer wonders 
whether that grain he sowed first ger- 
minated prpperly or not. Don’t wait 
at all if you see this happen. Investi- 
gate without delay. Walk along the 
edge of your fields, examine the 
ground, and you will find little jump- 
ing locusts as you take your steps, 
Small little insect about the size of a 
pea, mostly black in color and looking 
at your grain you will find the blades 


Last year, practically the whole 
of southera Alberta from the inter- 
vational bonndry as far north as 
Olde, and east to the Saskatchewan 
boundry, was infested with billions 
of locusts and the eggs deposit was 
enormous, 

Even as far baek as the spring 
and summer of 1920, the writer 
saw in his locality (orughly speaking 
about a township in extent) locusts 
so think that on a rook about a 
foot square there were over three 
hundred. It was a commmon sight 
to see six on a blade of wheat, and 
they cleaned, absolutely, a field, 
sixty acres io extent, in less than 
ten days.
